Mankind—it is dificult to avoid 
the reflection—ia extremely cuss- 
ed. If our lot continuously im- 
proves we complain that. it does 
not improve more rapidly; if It 
improves a hundredfold and then 


. | deterforates ‘by even ‘a ” hair's 


breadth we assail, the heavens with 
our ‘lamentations, thinking ‘that 
the end of the world is come, even 


when we know that it will again 


continue to improve to-morrow. 
These reflections are prompted 
by a consideration of ‘the lot. of 
Londoners at’ three separate 
perlods in the last “two hundred 
years. During these two hundred 
years their lives have jmproved in 
the matter of health, comfort, hap- 


piness, cleanliness and general 
Well-being out of all recognition; 
they are also very much longer. , 
Consider the ‘facts, Here, first, 
ig a picture. of London in the 
eighteenth century taken from the 
classic work of Dorothy George. 
Three out of every four children 
died before the age of.five, and the 
level of the population was main- 
tained only by rural immigration. 
The desertion of children was a 
common practice, and the Found- 
ling Hospital was established 
through a revolt at the inhuman 
custom of exposing  newly-born 
infants to perish in the street, 


The conditions in the prisons 
were 80 bad that a sentence of 
imprisonment was tantamount to a 
sentence of death; at the Marshal- 
sea Prison in-1719, for “éxample, 
three hundred persons died, main- 
ly from starvation and typhus, in 
jesa than three months; Neverthe- 
lesa, it was computed in 1714 that 
no less- than sixty thousand per- 
sons. were in» prison . in various 
Parts of England for debt alone. 

Public morals . were debauched 
by drunkenness, and by drunken- 
ness of the worst kind, savage, 
brutal’ and cruel. To assist 
farmers to utilise the corn left on 
their hands, the ' Government’ ‘en- 
couraged distilling, charging only 
a small duty on spirits and permit- 
ting them to be sold without a 
Neence,. As a result eight milion 
ballons of spirits were sold: in 
London in'1748; in the poorest 
parts every fourth or, fifth house 
was a gin shov, while ‘men and 
women and. children, buying gin 
from: hawkers in the streets, from 
barbers, ‘chandlers’ and .. grocers, 
passed their }ives in permanent 
sottisbness, providing the models 
for. the brutal and hideous faces 
that leer and scowl at us from the 
canvases ‘of Hogarth’s. pictures. 


: The brutal mob demanded brutal 


amusements, “An education- in 


Hubert Llewellyn Smith, of. which 
the third and fourth volumes have 
just appeared. More than 12,000 
working-class. householda were 
examined, and in the preface _ to 
the third volume Sir Hubert tells 
us that it deals with the condition 
of’ 2,600,000 persons living in the 
East End in 1929, °° 

A comparison between the re- 
3ults of Booth’s survey of 40 years 
“go and that of to-day reveals 
3ome heartening facta. The aver- 
age London + workman to-day can 
buy one-third more goods with 
labour,'and this although the cost 
of living in the last 40 years has 
risen between 80 and 90 per cent. 
He congumes ‘.alf the quantity of 
alcohol, drinking six glasses - of 
‘ight beer against ten glasses of 
heavier beer, He sponds, however, 
four times as many books, travels 
four times as much, and visits four 
times as many places of amuse- 
ment, s 

Forty years ogo half the parents 
sxumined had received little or no 
:ducation; to-day 95 per cent, have 
vassed through the schools, 
School classes 40 years ago num- 
dered on an average 60; in 1929 
they averaged 36, Infant mortality 
{0 years ago was 161 per thousand; 
to-day it fa about 63. 2 

Children’s’ health has improved 
out of all knowledge. In his .re- 
port for 1931 Sir George Newman, 
chief Medical Officer of the Board 
of Education, writes: q 
conscience has grown uwp..

The satan of the Five-Year Plan 
in industry has been pats shy, its 
SUCCEHBES largely negatived by fail- 
ures.

a Headlong Speed * 

Now, as in the past, the only way 
to produce a grain surplus to feed 
the towns or for export is by con- 
ecentrating agriculture in fairly 
larye units, Before the war, this 
surplus was furnished by the large 
domaing and by the richer peasants. 
But in the ten years that followed 
the Revolution the increuse in the 
rural population led to the sub- 
division of the land into more and 
more small units. 

The number of peasants holdings 
rose from 23,000,000 to 25,000,000. 
This meant that iddividual farms 
were smaller, and instead of pro- 
ducing a surplus, they only just 
managed to feed the peasants who 
worked them. 

Meanwhile, the industrialisation 
programme of the Plan ented not 
only for bigger yoain exports, but 
for more bread to feed the workers 
in the new centres of construction, 
There were two ways out. 

Hither the Bolsheviks must 
allow the rich Peasant or “kulak,” 
to go on acquiring more _ more 
of his neighbours’ land; 

They must — sharply ' 
Lenin's New Economic Volicy,! 
and posh forward a bold . pro- 
gramme of inereased sovialisa- 
tion. 
They chose the course ‘which, as 

Communists, they were bound to 
choose. They decided against the 
kulak, and in, favour of ‘large -senle 
collectiviaation and more State 
farms. 

Such a policy was not necessarily 
wrong from the -start; the evil lay 
in the headlong speed with which it 
was carried out. 

Sullen Peasants. 

But collectivisation proceeded so 
rapidly that the Bolsheviks were 
soon overwhelmed by w 
theoretically, have been 
Hundreds of thousands of peasants 
who were quite content to go on 
working their own

In spite of the temporary halt 
called by Stalin in March, 1930, 
when the spring sowinga seemed in 
danger, about 26, 000,000 peasant 
families are now enrolled in collec- 
‘tive farms, almost all of them 
against their will, No profound 
psychology is needed ‘to understand 
tthe reactions of these people.”

Four machines for applying 
artificial fertiliser—all out of 
order after half a day’s nie 

Forty tractors only kept work- 
ing by constant visits to the 
repair shop. 

Conditions on this farm were 
especially favourable for mechanised 
agriculture. The farm possessed a 
large machine shop, in charge of 4 
foreign expert, where spare parts 
were actually manufactured on the 
spot. By way of contrast, a neigh- 
bouring “machine-tractor station,” 
which kept 25 tractors for the ser- 
vice of collective farms, had only 
four in working order. 

The method of grain collection 
has. further embittered the collec- 
tivised peasantry. Long before the 
harvest cun be estimated, the Plan- 
ners assign to each region and 
lovality its quota of grain to be 
delivered to the State. Collection 
and allotment to individual farms 
ars left to local Soviets. 

Frequently.the harvest falls. below 
even the’ State's quota, without 
allowing anything for the. peasants 
themselves. In these circumstances, 
everything depends -on the zeal or 
sanity of the local Soviet suthor- 
ities. 

When they resolve to deliver as 
much. as possible to the State, what- 
ever the human cost, the villages are 
left to face a winter of famine. 
When the local officiuls take a-saner 
view, they. fall far below their quota, 
vith the result that the towns are 
short of bread. 

On State farms one might expect 
{fo tind a more satisfactory state of, 
n¥airs, for here the labourer has 
heen approximated to the factory 
worker. 

The State farms are even less 
productive than the collectives. 
Up to October 25, for ‘example, 

ithe State grain farms had delivered 
only 38.2 per cent, of the year’s 
planned quota, while the —month’s 


.\plan had been fulfilled by only 24.9 


per cent. 
‘+ “Red” Directors. ’ 

Here, azain, the State farms were 
not altogether without promise in 
the early days ‘of the Soviet regime 
Many of them, at least, were under 
the, management of agriculturists. 
But then came the ery of: “Every- 
thing must be subjected to mass 
criticism !” 

The experts were 

“Red Directors,’ who underatood 
nothing about farms and were 
they had time . to 
what organising abilities 
they may have possessed. J have 
in mind one State farm which had 
“Red Directors” in 
the course of a single year. 
In some cases Bolshevik adven- 
tures in farming seem to have been 
simply planiess. Take, for example, 
the decision to form a big dairy 
farm near Rostov-on-Don. Within 
six months the Soviets had com- 
mandetred 1,600 cows from the 
peasants. But when the animals 
were broight to the site of the farm 
it was discovered thet there, was 
winter shelter fOr only 1,000 of 
them. 

There was no water, and when:a 
spring was eventually tapped it 
proved to be insufficient to serve the 
farm, Disease broke out, and

Y photo makes clear. one of 
those tricky Httle positions 
by which amateurs are often bafft- 
ed. -Red is just where it is next to 
Imposaible either to pot it or go in 
off it, and to make matters-worse a 
right-handed player must use the 
rest to cope with the shot.
